He Is Pressed by Mili- 
tants to Urge Republican 
Governors to Call Legis- 
latures to Ratify the 
Anthony Amendment. 


ANSWER OF HARDING 
HELD TO BE INDEFINITE 


Women Say That Unless 
Something Is Done Very 
Soon They Will Picket 
Harding at His Ohio 
Home During the Cam- 
paign.

Washington, June 22.—Suffrage 

leaders expressed complete disap- 
pointment with the position of Sena- 
tor Warren G. Harding, republican 
presidential candidate, on suffrige, 
after a delegation, led by officers of 
the national woman’s party, had 
called at his office and interviewed 
him. 
They said they will picket Hard- 
ing during his speech accepting the 
nomination in Marion, Ohio, on July 
22, and during the time he conducts 
his front porch campaign, unless 
there is some evidence definite ef- 
fort will be put forth to obtain adop- 
tion of the federal] suffrage amend- 
ment. Ratification by one more state 
is needed. 

Senator Harding told the women 
that while he was strongly in favor 
of suffrage, fie did not feel that he 
could, with propriety, exert pressur 
on state executives. 

“T can hardly bélieve,” said Alicé 
Paul, chairman of the national 
womans’ party, “that a candidate 
nominated on a _ specific platform, 
could within two weeks after the 
platform's formal adoption, declare 
himself unable to do anything to 
induce subordinate members of his 
party to carry out one of the plat- 
form's principle planks. / 

Has Pylatform No Welght?t 

“Does the republican platform, 
which commits tre party to imme- 
@iate ratification of the suffrage 
amendmen, have 80 little weight 
with Senator Harding that he can- 
mot éven request a state governor 
to cease obstructing this platform? 

“The republican party is now in 
nower in Vermont. If it cannot carry 
out its platform there, what reason 
is there to suppose that if placed 
in power throughout the nation, it 
would fulfill its platform promises? 

“Our delegation to him today was 
the first step in a campaign to 
bring home to him and to the coun- 
try his responsibility as head of his 


party for action on the suffrage 


amendment. Until he recognizes his 
responsibility and acts effectively 
upon it, we shall not be content.

Georges Carpenteir, soldier. heavy- 
weight boxing champion of Kurope 
and the challenger of Jack Dempsey 
for the championship of the world, 
wiil arrive in Atlanta this morning 
with his bride, who is accompany 
him on the tour of the United States, 
and will be met at the Terminal sta- 
tion by a delegation from the Amer- 
ican Legion.

“Women Bathers Are

London, June 22.—“Hundreds of 
brides have been doomed to a life 
of useless celibacy through that 
infamous institution known as mix- 
ed bathing.” 

The statement is the nucleus of 
a protest made by Councillor Don- 
ald Clark, of Tonbridge, Kent, aft- 
er a momentous debate by the town 
council as to whether or not mixed 
bathing should be permitted/in the 
town’s swimming bath. 

“I oppose this motion,” said the 
councillor, “not on 
grounds, for, although [-am 4 
Scotchman, I recognize the neces- 
sity of washing, even on a Sun- 
day. But I oppose it as an ardent 
imperialist and as a patriot. I have 
watched mixed bathing for a long 
time and have come to the con- 
clusion that it stops more marriages 
than any other institution.” 

He besought his listeners to imag- 
ine a young man infatuated over- 
night by the charms of a beautiful 
Kentish maiden dancing as his 
partner at one of the dazzling balls 
for which Tonbrige is famous. 

“Then,” said he, “think of him 
meeting her the next morning clad 
in a ready-made bathing costume | 
that vulgarizes her figure, her hair 
bunched in a hideous cap or strag- 
gling over her eyes, making her 
look like a wet Scotch terrier.” 

“No woman,” he declared, “could 
stand the test of appearing before 
the man she had inspired, in the 
damp and bedraggled condition that 
was the inevitable consequence of 
a bath—whether public or private. 

“Women bathers are nothing more 
or less than damp frights.”

Londonderry, Ireland, June 22.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Civil 
war continued throughout today 
with one more death, bringing the 
total list to eight. Troops were 
protecting some of the principal 
streets this afternoon, but enough 
firing was going on to terrify the 
citizens and keep them indoors, re- 
sulting in a stoppazye of all activi- 
ties. m 

General suffering is expected if 
deliveries of foodstuffs are not re- 
sumed soon. 

Cross channel] sailings have been 
suspended. Several boats are lying 
In the harbor awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to discharge, which is im- 
possible at present, with firing go- 
ing on about the docks. 

Shortly after 11 o’clock 
morntns tiring was Neard in. many 
parts of the town. Later crowds of 
the rival factions were seen march- 
ing about carrying arms openly. 
One crowd wrecked a saloon on the 
waterfront and what  intc :icants 
thé crowd did nct drink were 
thrown into the street. The men did 
not disperse until the police had 
charged several] times. There was 
much firing but no serious casual- 
ties.

No definite 
statements were obtainable from 
leaders who have reached the scene 
of battle, but it was clearly indi- 
cated that they looked forward to 
a fight on the floor of the conven-

coupled as it was with the state- 
ment of Senator Phelan, of this 
state, that the democrats should 
deal with the Oriental ‘problem in 
framing the platform. Comment 
on this aspect of the situation did 
not indicate, however, that it was 
now occupying an important place 
in the minds of leaders on the 
ground. 

Headquarters for Davis. 

Headquarters for John W. Davis, 
of West Virginia, were opened to- 
day and the first literature in be- 
half of the claims of candidates 
was put out by his supporters. Some 
poster work for Governor Edward 
I. Edwards, of New Jersey, also 
was done, supplementing that for 
Attorney General Palmer, but presi- 
dential row has not as yet become 
even a shadow of what it will be, 
or of what it was during the re- 
publican convention at Chicago.

‘RATES PROBABLE 


Southern Bell Officials 
Tell Ratt Board of Serv- 
ice Difficulties and Inti- 
mate Raises May Be 
Asked. 


In response to a large number of 
complaints that have been filed w'‘th 
the railroad commission recently in 
regard to the quality of telephone 
service, President J. Epps Brown, 
of the Southern Bell Telephone com- 
pany, and other representatives of 
the company, appeared before the 
commission yesterday and gave a 
detailed account of the difficulties 
with which it is meeting in opera- 
tion. 

Mr. Brown indicated that the com- 
pany might be compelled to seek an 
increase of rates at an early date 
in order to enable it to satisfy pa- 
trons and meet demands for ex- 
pansion. He declared that it would 
Probably be impossible to restore 
the telephone service to a pre-war 
basis earlier than 1925. During this 
time, he said, the company pro- 
posed to epend $13,676,000 in Geor- 
gia. 

Appearance Voluntary. 

The appearance before the com- 
mission was voluntary on the part 
of officials of the company, who 
desired to give the commissian aad 
the public an explanation of the 
causes which had necessitated the 
deterioration of the service. Mr. 
Brown said that they had been con- 
fronted with enormously increased 
costs cf operation, inability to se- 
cure equipment and shortage of la- 
bor. 

As a result of these difficulties, | 
he said, there is a waiting list of 
who 
desire telephone service, and this 
list is increasing at the rate of 200 
per month, with very littie indica- 
tion of ‘relief. There was a large 
waiting list in other sections of the 
State, but the congestion appeared 
to be greatest in Atlanta. 

The commission had not sum- 
moned the company to appear to 
answer complaints, but had asked 
for a statement showing conditions 
from August 1, 1919, to July 31, 
1220, the first year of operation 
afer the lines were turned back to 
their owners by the government. 
Mr. Brown intimated that the ccvm- 
pany would ask for increased rates 
after August 1. It is believed that 
the increase asked for will not be 
confined to Atlanta, but will apply 
to the Southern Bell service gener- 
ally throughout the state. 

Mr. Brown told of the company’s 
plans for the future so as to be al- 
ways one year or more ahead of the 
demand, and to provide surplus fa- 
cilities to such an extent that new 
installations could be made without 
delay. 

Three Years Behind. 

The company is now approximate- 
ly three years behind with its 
work, he declared, owing to the 
shortage of material and equipment 
during the war, owing to the fe- 
stricted work it was permitted to 
do during the time the United 
States was at war, and its inability 
to secure equipment, supplies and 


material since the armistice was 
Signed. 

Notwithstanding the fact ti.at the 
company will be able to secure only 
38 per cent of the cable and 40 per 
cent of the switchboard equipment 
needed during the year 1920, it has, 
according to Mr. Brown, done a re- 
markable job and installed more 
new telephones and handled more 
toll messages than ever before in 
its history. 

Illustrating this achievement, Mr. 
Brown stated that in the pre-war 
period from 1910 to 1914 the com- 
pany had made gross additions to 
its plant of $2,966,881,000 per year 
and had made a gain of 14,207 sta- 
tions per year, 

In the war period from 1915 to 
1918, inclusive, the gross additions 
to plant amounted to $2,397,778 per 
year, with a gain of 6,937 stations 
per year. For the year 1919 alone 
the gross additions to plant amount- 
ed to $3,226,583 and the gain in sta- 
tions was 18,697. 

Mr. Brown called attention to the 
enormous increase in cost of labor.

It was pointed out that, notwith- 
standing the higher rates in effect 
during the year 1919, the company 
earned less during 1919 than it did 
during 1918. The company’s invest- 
ment had grown from $12.639,673 in 
1918 to $13,823,318 in 1919. 

The company earned in Atianta, 
after giving Atlanta the benefit of 
all toll] business originatin~ in At- 
lanta, at the rate of 1.09 per cent 
upon its investment. The company 
‘had expended in increased s‘laries 
three times as much as it had 
gained from the last increase in 
rates, it was stated. 

Mr. Brown gave in detail the 
plans of the company for the next 
five years, showing that from 1921 
to 1925, inclusive, there would be 
additions to plant for the company 
as a whole, amounting to $30,215,- 
000, and that there would be an es- 
timated gain in telephone stations 
of 77,500. 

Of this amount $13,675,100 would 
be spent in Georgia and 9,800 of the 
new stations would be in Georgia. 

Referring to the service of the 
company, Mr. Brown said: 

“In the face of difficulties the 
telephone company has continu- 
ously, day in and day out, given tel- 
ephone service, while such has not 
been the case with other public 
utilities. Many people in many 
communities have been without 
street car service for days at a 
time: many people in many com- 
munities have been without rail- 
road service for many days at a 
time: but the telenhone company 
has continuous!y rendered at all 
times, under all condditions, such 
service as at least in part met the 
needs of the respective communi- 
ties. 

“Its goal is to restore normal con- 
ditions with respect to adequate fa- 
cilities and adequate and effiicent 
service which will be comparable 
on its face with pre-war service— 
at the.earliest possible moment.

Wilson Considers Situa- 
tion But Takes No Ac- 


‘Several Points. 


Washington, June 22.—A _ report 
on the railroad strike situation was 
laid before President Wilson at to- 
day's cabinet meeting by Secretary 
Payne, acting in his capacity as di- 
rector general of the railroad ad- 
ministration, but action was de- 
layed after Secretary Wilson had 
declared the situation was so im- 
proved that steps by the govern- 
ment were unnecessary. 

The general opinion in the cabi- 
net was that since the wage award 
of the war labor board when made 
would be retroactive to last May 
1 other action would be unneces- 
sary unless the strike took a far 
more serious turn. 

Secretary Payne’s report on.the 
Situation was prepared after con- 
ferences with W.N. Doak, vice pres- 
ident of the Brotherhood of Train- 
men, and other labor leaders. 


Chicago, June 22.—The railway

April 1 in defiance of the regularly 
recegnized brotherhoods—today sent 
a letter to President Wilson notifry- 
ing, him that the strikers will ac- 
cept no settlement which does not 
provide tor their return to the sén- 
iority rank held before they quit 
work. 

The letter followed reports that 
the brotherhoods would appeal to 
the president to bring about a 
speedy settlement of tne strike. 

No Change at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, June 22.—There was 
no apparent change in the yara- 
men’s strike Situation tonight. 
Strike leaders reported slight gains, 
but railroad officials declared they 
were offset by the number of men 
who returned to work.

The new railroad strike has also 
suddenly spread to the southern sec- 
tion of New Jersey, at Syracuse 
and New Haven, Conn.

Lack of Enthusiasm. 

Your correspondent . does not 
mean to say that there is in these 
trans-Mississipp| fates any viélent 
outcry against e Harding nomi- 
nation. But most decidedly there is 
total lack of enthusiasm. More 
strongly than this, there is indif- 
ference and even resentment. That 
newspaper which in all the terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi has for 
nearly a, generation had a larger 
paid following than any other pa- 
per and which followed Roosevelt 
in 1912 and Hughes invl. 6, is now 
in a mood of distaste which is able 
to maintain silence only through 
severe self-restraint. Its manage- 
ment has informed the republican 
leaders that paper will refrain from 
taking a stand until after the dem- 
ocratic nomination. The inference 


)} of its attitude is unmistakably to 


the effect that if the democrats 
should name a candidate with a 
progressive record and progressive 
promises, the paper would feel in- 
clined to support him. 

In California, two of the most im- 
portant progressive republican pa- 
pers are outspokKenly' displeased 
with the Harding nomination. They 
are even seeming to persuade the 
democrats to make a nomination 
satisfactory to them. 

Bode Ill for Republicans. 

In the same direction a republicar 
leader in this territory who hag had 
long and responsible experience 
both as a party manager and as a 
successful candidate for high of- 
fice, expressed to your Sorraapand- 
ent his judgment.that if the demo- 
crats make what is from the,point 
of view of progressives a .good 
nomination, then the republicans 
will not carry any state wést of 
the Mississippi river. 

To your correspondent this 
seemed a strong prediction but on 
going over the western states in 
detail it became apparent that the 
version is not without some basis. 
In state after state, there are local 
conditions that bode ill for the re- 
publicans. In Kansas, for example, 
although your correspondent has 
not been in the state, he is informed 
that there is civil war among the 
republicans because of what is re- 
garded as the disloyalty of Gov- 
ernor Allen, who had made the 
speech nominating Wood, in turn- 
ing the state’s delegation from 
Wood to Harding in the recent con- 
vention. In geveral other states, 
there are organized movements in 
the direction of 
league. 

The fact is, that at best the re- 
publican party is in a bad way in 
this trans-Mississippi country. Of 
these four, they carrted Minnesota 
by less than 1,000 votes. Oregon 
was carried by less than 7,000. A 
change of less than 3 per cent of 
Oregon’s quarter million voters 
would have lost that state to the 
republicans in 1916. South Dakota 
was only carried by 5,000. Iowa is 
the only state which on the pepg- 
formances of 1916 can be _ looked 
upon as a dependable’ republican 


state. 
West Holds Balance of Power. 


Of course, no one can make & 
prediction for the present year 
based upon analogy to 1916. On 
the other hand, can anyone doubt 
that it is at least within. the pos- 
sibilities for the -democratic party 
to name this year a man who is as 
much more acceptable to the west 
than Harding, as Wilson was more 
acceptable than Hughes in 1916. 
The truth is, it is not realized to 
what extent the west has come to 
hold the balance of power. The 
democrats will carry the solid 
south, of course. If in addition they 
should carry all or nearly all of 
the trans-Mississippi states tfey 
would not need anything else. One 
could well imagine the democrats 
adoptin ga slogan, “the solid south 
and the solid west and let the rest 
go hang.” In nominating Harding, 
the republicans have done nothing 
for the west politicallv: in nominat- 
ing Coolidge they have done noth- 
ing for the we:t. The two facts 
combined are almost too big for the 
democrats to miss. 

All of this is subject to the qual- 
ifications that the attitude of the 
west toward the republican ticket 
is not one of active hostility. Fer 
from that, it is rather the attitude 
of “watchful waiting”—watchful 
waiting for two things, namely, to 
see what the democrats do, and sec- 
ond to see what kind of campaign 

arding makes.

In Pasadena, three slight shocks 
were felt and the damage was tri- 
fling.

Several persons in Inglewood 
were slightly injured by falling 
plaster and bricks and broken 
glass, but no serious injuries were 
reported. 

The Edison building and Laugh- 
lin building, formerly separated by 
a space of a few inches, were found 
to have become closely joined after 
the shocks. Cracks over the main 
entrance to the O. T. Johnson build- 
ing on Rroadway showed the ef- 
fects of the quake. 

The chimney of the W. C. T. U. 
building was teosened and a police 
guard was placed in the street be- 
low to warn pedestrians of the dan- 


er. 
w Anather slight earth shock was 
felt in the Inglewood district at 5 
o’clock this morning. There was 
no additional damage. 

Inglewood residents worked all 
night clearing up debris and board- 
ing up fronts of buildings which 
had been partly demolished. Dur- 
ing the period that the town lights 
were off, automobile headlights 
were used by the workers. Many 
families-slept in the open air rath- 
er than occupy their shaken dweil- 
ings.

SENTENCING CRIMINALS. 

While a substantial majority of 
Georgia's criminal court judges are 
satisfied with. the indeterminate 
sentence law, which has been in op- 
eration in this state for a_ year, 
many of them think that the trial 
judge and not the jury should pre- 
scribe the sentence to be imposed 
under it, 

These facts wtre brought. out. by 
replies to a manifold letter of: in- 
quiry sent to the various judges by 


‘| the state prison commission, the 


commission’s purpose being to 
sound out judicial opinion. regard- 
ing the law in question with a view 
to recommending to the legislature 
any amendment of the Jaw that 
mizht improve it. 

Under the old law the trial: jury 
in a criminal case.simply found the 
defendant “guilty” or “not guilty,” 
and the presiding judge fixed the 
penalty, if “guilty,” in a definite 
degree, either of imprisonment or 
the payment. of money, or, in first 
degree murder, of death. 

As the law now stands the jury 
in a felony case not only finds the 
defendant “guilty” or “not guilty,” 
but, if the verdict is “guilty,” fixes 
the penalty at a term in the peni- 
tentiary, the length of which is de- 
pendent largely upon the conduct 
of the prisoner while serving his 
sentence, the jury simply fixing its 
minimum and possible maximum 
limits, 

The judges indorse the indeter- 
minate sentence feature of the law, 
but many of them, it seems, believe 
the transfer of the sentencing pre- 
rogative from the jury to the judge 
would strengthen it, they feeling, 
as it has been expressed, that “the 
average juror is not suffciently fa- 
miliar with the administration of 
the criminal statutes.” 

The time is coming when our 
criminal statutes will be adminis- 
tered, not only in accordance with 
legal interpretations, but also ac- 
cording to scientific principles. 
When, in other words, the criminal] 
will be regarded as one who is 
morally diseased, and when he will 


according to scientific methods, 
just as we now scientifically treat 
patients who are mentally or phys- 
ically diseased. 

Then the state would no more 
sentence a convicted. criminal to 
serve a Stated minimum or maxi: 
mum length of time in a penitenti- 
ary than it would send a men- 
tally diseased patient or one who is 
physically sick, to an asylitm or a 
hospital for a fixed length of time. 

When a patient is sent to an in- 
Sane asylum or a sick man to a 
hospital the duration of his con- 
finement is governed only by his 
progress toward recovery. 

His case is studied by expert 
practitioners, he is given scientific 
corrective treatment; and when he 
is cured he is discharged. 

In time the same principle will 
be applied to the treatment of the 
morally sick—those who are guilty 
of crime. Their cases will be 
treated scientifically by experts; 
and they will be returned to socie- 
ty when they are “cured,” and not 
before. And how long that will 
take in any specific case, it is be- 
yond the power of any judge or 
jury to determine in advance. 

When that time comes all con- 
troversy as to who should fix penal 
sentences will have been elimi- 
nated.

Agricultural Education 
Should Be Extended to 
Include Negro Farm Labor 


Editor Constitution: I have just 
read your timely editorial in con- 
nection with the communication 
from Mr. Osborne relative to fur- 
thering education in agriculture. 
You wrote tersely and to he point; 
and I am sure many Citizens will see 
this situation differently by reason 
of these articles, But we are 
to reach the mark desired in this 
direction, should not more attention 
be given to training of negroes 
along agricultural lines? 

Through the Georgia Association 
for Advancement of Education 
Among Negroes we are asking for 
the establishment of more agricul- 


tural schools for negroes. You 
wrote editorially upon this some 
few days ago, and, in my judgment, 
preached a very good sermon. As 
you said, we have shown by the 
results obtained from the two 
schools we have to what extent we 
appreciate this kind of education, and 
demonstrated our ability to manage 
them to the best interest of all con- 
erned. That these schools are far 
nadequate to serve the negroes of 
this state and especially those in 
the northern and gentral portions 
needs no mentioning. 

When our people learn the pos- 
sibilities of the soil and how to coax 
and pet it do its greatest work, 
we shall find less unrest and more 
contentment generally. 
over southern Georgia and central 
Alabama we find the labor short- 
age very marked. Prevention is 
worth more than cure. The preven- 
tion is better schools and treatment 
of the negroes. It is doubtful about 
getting people who leave the farm 
to return 
uation. Like Mr. Cubberly, I be- 
lieve in the doctrine of “Stay on 
the Farm” more than I do the 
doubtful propagan@a, “Back to the 
Farm.” 

It is not so much that agents are 
inducing the labor away from the 
farm as it is that the labor, being 
uneducated, sees only one side of 
the sate pe and there being in- 

ong educational and in- 
dustrial lines in other parts which 
outweigh those offered here, he 
makes his abode in other parts. 
With good schools and houses in 
which to live, together with good 
treatment, I am sure that many who 
have left the farm ‘for the city or 
town, or some other section, would 
be there today producing food so 
much needed and Hving useful, hap- 
py lives. . B. KING,

ine tailors are a trifle slow in 
grasping the volden opportunity to 
serve tne gullible public as head 
specialists and trunk specialists. 
They should ask the shoe store 
“foot specialist’ for a few pointers 
in this profitable game. There is 
no reason why some authoritative 
manufacturer of near-woolen cloth 
should not issue a six-lessons-by- 
mail eourse in, say, torsopractic, 
and, when the clothing salesman 
has conned the lessons well, grant 
the young man a beautiful diploma 
to hang in the store for the delecta- 
tion of the simp trade.

The law governing negotiable in- 
struments had become so unsettled 
and conflicting during the latter 
part of the last century that com- 
mittees”“from the Ameriacn Bar as- 
sociation, the American Bankers’ as- 
sociation and other organizations 
interested in clarifying and codify- 
ing the statute law which was sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of thé 
various states. 

,All But Georgia: 

The act was in the main declara- 
tory of t common law coneerning 
negotiable ‘instruments, but embod- 


ied certain changes which were re- 
quired by modern banking meth- 
ods and the demand of the ever ex- 
panding volume of negotiable paper 
in circulation. 

The act was adopted by a major- 
ity of the states during the first, 
ten years of the present century, 
and is now in force in every state 
of the union -with the exception of 
Gegy ia. Text boks made reference 
to the legal rules governing bills 
and notes under the uniform act 
with a footnote to almost every 
paragraph in these words: “Appii- 


cable in every state except Geor- 
gia.” Attorneys representing banks 
and merchants dealing in commer- 
cial paper were never sure of the 
condition’ of the law touching notes 
drawn or made payable in Georgia. 

The uniform act is now on the 
calendar of the house of repre- 
Sentatives as house bill 64, spon- 
sored by Representatives Jones ana 
Macintyre, of Thomas county, and 
is awaiting its third reading and 
final vote. 

Must Read Whole Bill. 

It ‘has reached the same stage 
before previous legislatures, but has 
never come to a vote for the rea- 
Son, it 18 stated by prominent bank- 
ers, that at the third reading a 
bill is required to be actually read 
to the house in its entirety, and 
that the negotiable instruments act 
is a long one and too formidable 
for the nerves of the legislators. 

Another subject which wiil claim 
the attention of the banking com- 
mittee is the proposal to put the 
state banks in the same position as 
the national banks witlr reference 
to making unsecured loans. The 
banking act of 1919 authorized the 
state banks to make unsecured 
loans equal to 10 per cent of. the 
amount of their capital, whereas 
the national banks are now author- 
ized to make loans equal to 10 per 
cent of the amount of their com- 
bined capital and surplus. This is 
an inequality whieh is prejudicial 
to the state banks, and which calls 
for remedial legislation. 

Other minor improvements in and 
corrections of the 1919 banking law 
will be recommended by the joint 
ee which meets this morn- 
ng.

Mrs. Thornwell Jacobs is head of 
the child welfare committee of the 
Atlanta Woman’s club, and at the 
establishing of the baby center at 
the club vesterday. there were a 


mémber of the Atlanta Nurses’ asso- 
ciation, a public health nurse and a 
group of interested women. 

There were the mothers.of the 
babies, their nurses, a well-known 
physician, a baby specialist and sev- 
eral photographers and members of 
hte press, because this subject of 
the baby’s welfare is one of uni- 
versal interest. 

There is much truth In the oft- 
quoted statement, “There are no more 
babies,” because the sophisticated 
little males and females at the baby 
center yesterday were nearly all of 
them under six months old, yet they 
behaved well, and had a real poise 
Which was almost alarming. 

They .admirtd their own dimples 
in their own elbows and knees as 
they underwent the doctors’ scru- 
tiny. They saw the flowers on the 
mantel, evéry article on the registry 
table, the fiurse’s wrist watch and 


the doctor’s watch fob. 

They liked the swaying movement 
of the scales when they were placed 
in them, and the only part of the 
exploitation they whimpered about 
was when they were laid flat on 
their backs on the cot.’ 

Naturally, they rebelled because 
they did not care to be quiet or go 
to sleep, as they were little twen- 

eth century babies, and few people 
of any age today desire to be qufet 
or’ to sleep much. They might 
miss something. 

The babies at the center yesterday 
were perfectly well babies, it would 
seem, and the chart taken of them 
seemed satisfactory to doctors and 
} mothers. The beauty about the 
baby centers is that they are to be 
under the follow-up system, which 
would require them to return at in- 
tervais, and thus their good record 


is kept up.

If at any time a baby shows 
deterioration in the slightest way. 
the mother is informed, the doctor 
tells her, then she takes baby to the 
regular family physician or any one 
she wishes to consult, and baby is 
weighed, measured and coaxed 
back to normal state. 
- “You can prepare for many more 
babies next week, said one of the 
mothers, whose baby made a fine 
record, “for when I go home and 
tell my neighbors about it, they will 
—all of them—bring their babies.” 

That is just the way the state 
health board, and the Woman’s club, 
and the child welfare agencies hope 
to keep the message carrying, until 
it has reached every baby in the 
community, whether it is a baby 
clothed in purple and fine linen, or 
just a baby rollicking in the com- 
for, this hot weather, or having on 
very little.

PULLMAN CO. FIGHTS 
SURCHARGE ON TICKETS 


Washington, June 22.—Opposition 
to a surcharge on the railroad tick- 
ets of Pullman car passengers was 
expressed today by the Pullman 
company, in a petition filed with 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. The railroads previously had 
filed a statement estimating that if 
Pullman passengers had paid.a sur- 
charge of one-half cent a mile dur- 
ing 1919, $67,000,000 additional rev- 
enue would have been produced for 
the railroads. 4 

Application of such a surcharge 
would increase Pullman rates 120 
per cent over those in effect pre- 
vious to May 1, 1920, the Pullman 
company held, as the surcharge 
would be added to the increase of 
20 per cent ~ranted by the commis- 
sion to the company at that time.
